Jewish Bomhs 
Kill 2 ill New 
Reprisal Acts 

JERUSALEM. April 2S Ml — 
Bombs blasted a police billet. In a 
suburb ot the all-JcwLh city of Tel 
Aviv today, leaving at least two per- 
ms dead and seven mbilnR. 
British troops ot the first Infantry 
division, alerted asnlnst a "blood for 
blood" reign ot violence Uiri'atened 
by Uie Jewish underKround unit. 
Irgiui Zval Leuml. surrounded Td 
Aviv as. rescue workers dUK In thi 
debris of the billet nt Earona. 

In Jerusalem, oil Ineomlni! and 
outgoing traffic wa.i stopped by 
heavily guarded roadblocks a; " 
British checked on an ancny 
telephone call— believed n d. .. 
slonary hoax— that three British 
officers had been kidnaped. 

Rumors persisted throughout the 
uneasy city that the Brlihh, rulliic 
Palestine by mandate, wfre consid- 
ering dlnsoluilon of the JewLih 
nfiency on tlie ground It hnd fnllcd 
to curb Jewish ejtlrcnilttji and Unw 
had forfeited Uie right to .-.peak tor 
tlie holy land'.s Jewry.

In the 157 yearfl since the constitution was 
intlllcd, four amL-ndmcnt.'! have been passed 
which allectcd the methods or jiartlclpants 
of national elections. The 12th amendment 
made the ol/lcc of vice president subject 
election, rather than glvlnR It to the losln? 
candidate In the race (or President. The 15th 
amcndtmcnt Rave the vote to Negro clti 
zona; the 17th provided for poplar election 
senators; the 10th legalized woman suffraRc, 
Now Senator Langcr of North Dakota has 
proposed another change. He. would give the 
people the privilege of selecting candidates 
for President and vice-president through dl' 
rcct national primaries conducted by both 
major parties. 

In the rush of recent events. Mr. Langc: 
suggestion hasn't caused much popular cX' 
cltment. Yet It Is sound enough to merit wldi 
discussion. 

The biggest, most obvious advantage of the 
proposal would be to remove the chance for 

■ bosses or small political groups to frustrate 
the people's will. This 1b not the rule, but 
has been done. 

Theodore Roosevelt's defeat Jn the 1012 Re- 
publican convention was pretty clearly 
defeat for rank-and-file sentiment. War- 
ren G. Harding emerged from the fog of 
. Bmoke-rtlled room as a boss-picked Repub- 
lican candidate In 1D20. There Is reason to 
believe that Al Smith, not John W. Davis, 
was the popular Democratic choice In 11)24, 
Iitj.fact, Wendell Wlllklc'fl nomination 
Wioot the only recent example of direct pub- 

■ Ht^fluence In picking a new candidate. 

■ 4ij".3Qiother advantage Is the possibility that „ 
presidential primary might give some voice 
to the Impotent and virtually disfranchised 
Republican minority In the South. As it 
la now. the votes of southern delegations to 

: the Republican conventions are numerically 
Important and politically powerless. Tliey can

T*'^Obiwo(roa the Langcr proposal natur- 
ally have btfen raised. It has been said thot 
primaries would give no clear majority to 
one candidate. It has been predicted— 
though this Is open to serious question — that 
most states would simply pick a favorite son. 
It has also been claimed that direct primaries 
■would destroy that geographical balance, so 
dear to the professional politician's heart, be- 
tween the home states of the presidential 
candidate and his running mate. 

Our technique of elections Is not so perfect 
or the conduct of our national party conven- 
tions so high-minded as to bar any thought 
of change. One of our country's groot needs 
Is to make Its government function more 
democratically {with a lower cose "d") with- 
in Its republican (lower case "r") frame- 
work. It Is at least worth considering wheth- 
er Senator Longer's proposal is a step In that 
direction. 



REPEAT PERFOR.MANCE ABROAD 
Henry A. Wallace, now visiting England, 
was asked his tangible remedy for present 
world Ills. "We must make it clear." he an- 
swered, "that American power will be used 
to encourage productivity for the benefit of 
the common man, rather than to divide the 
world In two." 

That seems to us neither very tangible nor 
very specillc. It will please those who find 
unfailing delight In Mr. Wallace's repetitive 
theme song about Mr. Wallace's common 
man. But how should wo make this clear? 
Mr. Wallace doe.-sn't say. 

Because Mr. Wallace Is vague doesn't moan 
however, that he Is simply an ungracious 
guest, like England's Prof. Harold Laskl was 
In America. Mr. Wallace Is a popular figure 
with many supporters In the Labor party. Ho 
accuses Mr. Attlee and Mr. Bevln of war mon- 
gorlng, as he does Mr. Truman and Mr. 
Marshall at home. And In doing so ho echoes 
the criticism of many Laborltes against their 
government's policy toward Russia 

It seems a pity that Mr. Wallace has never 
Bat at a conference table with Mr. Stalin 
or Mr. Molotov and been subjected to the 
pressure of their bludgeoning diplomacy He 
might then rind, as other American nego-« 
tlators obviously have discovered, that a firm 
stand against present Russian tactics Is the 
only alternative to a complete capitulation 
to Russia's Insistent demands.
